C h ica go, July ¿.—The great strike inaug­ 
urated^ by the conductors and drivers of 
the West Division Railway company, at 5 
o’clock on Tuesday morning, culminated in 
scenes of violence Wednesday. 
At an early 
hour in the morning an attempt was mado 
by the company to run several cars over 
the 
Madison 
and 
Lake 
street 
lines. 
The cars were promptly surrounded, how­ 
ever, 
by the ex cited crowds about the 
barns on Western avenue, who fired volleys 
of missiles into them, frightening the new 
employes and deputy sheriffs away, after 
which the vehicles were returned to their 
places. 
Several persons were injured, but 
no one fatally. 
At Halsted street, early in 
the morning, three Madison street cars, 
which had succeeded in reaching that point, 
were stoned and captured by the crowds, 
and returned to the barns. 
At noon three cars were started from the 
barn on Western avenue down the Madison 
street track. 
No passengers were taken. 
The cars went over the entire route without 
molestation. 
On the return trip, however, 
the cars were met by a mob of 4,000 or 5,000 
at Jefferson street 
From there on to Hal­ 
sted street the scene was of the mo?t riotous 
description. 
The crowd hurled beer barrels, 
bricks, stones, and all sorts of missies at the 
cars, smashing the windows and nearly 
wrecking the cars. 
During this riot Mayor Harrison appeared 
on the scene and attempted to restore order. 
He arrested one rioter who was armed with 
a pick, with his own hands, and held him 
until an officer secured him. 
The officers 
charged the crowd with drawn revolvers. 
One or two shots were fired, but nobody was 
« truck. 
There was no further trouble of a serious 
nature until the three oars reached Center 
avenue. 
There the last car fell behind, and 
was surrounded by the crowd. 
The officers 
were compelled to abandon it, and it was 
thrown from the track by the mob and up­ 
set in the street 
Skinner, the driver, wa* 
taken into a 
patrol 
wagon, 
and his 
safety thus assured. 
The hones were 
taken in charge by one of the strik­ 
ing 
conductors 
and 
led 
back 
to 
the bam 
A few minutes later a patrol 
wagon was driven to the scene of trouble, 
where the upturned car was righted. 
It 
was then fastened to the patrol wagon and 
driven to the barn, another patrol wagon 
filled with officers guarding it in the rear. 
The other two cars succeeded in reaching 
the barn with little difficulty.. 
On the Halsted street line four attempt« 
were made late in the afternoon to start out 
cars, but every time a car appeared a crowd 
of 700 or bOO, composed mostly of sailors, 
iron ore sbovelers and other hardy son« ! of 
toil, were in waiting. 
The four cars were 
picked up bodily and thrown on their sides. 
No stone« were thrown; no firearms drawn. 
The company finally concluded not to make 
anym ore attempts. 
At 3 o'clock in the afternoon Mayor Harri- 
! son was waited upon by Superintendent 
Lake, 
Police Chief Doyle 
and Sheriff 
iianchett for the 
purpose of having a 
thorough discussion of the situation and 
about the best means to preserve the peace. 
“Order must, of course, be maintained.“ mid 
the mayor, in opening up the conference; 
but I am not in favor of putting the whole 
resources of the city at the disposal of the 
company just for the purpose of running a 
car or two.” The mayor was unable to see 
how be could do anything to protect the

“ The Chilian government has declared and 
£3 carrying on a novel war,” said Cornelius 
W . Ryersou, of this city, who arrived here 
from South America recently, ‘‘and that is 
a war against the gigantic vulture of the 
Andes, the condor. 
Condors have increased 
eo rapidly within the last few years all along 
the whole western slope of the great moun­ 
tain chain which is their habitat that they 
hava become by their foul habits a scourge 
that has increased the already sufficiently 
unwholesome character of the 
country. 
W ith the hope of exterminating thorn, or at 
least greatly 
decreasing 
their numbers, 
the 
government, 
in 
its 
proclamation, 
offered a bounty of ¿3 for every condor 
killed. 
A friend of mine who livos in Chili 
wrote to me that he believed there was a 
chance to make a great deal of money by 
engaging in condor-hunting, and as I had 
several years’ experience in mountain-climb­ 
ing and hunting all sorts of wild beasts and 
birds both in this and other countries, I 
went down thero last fall to see what there 
might be in this condor-hunting. 
Weil, I 
was there five months, and after a persistant 
campaign against the condor with guns and 
traps 1 made up my mind that a man has 
got to be 100 per cent, smarter than l a m 
if lie ever gets rich on condor bounties, and 
that if the Chilian government expects torid 
itself of its big winged outlaw it will have to 
detail every man, woman and child in the 
country to take up arms against it. 
“ The hunting of condors has been a regular 
business in the Andes mountains for many 
years, and the natives have made soma 
money at it, but, liko ¿11 the vulture family, 
the condor grows suspicious and wary from 
contact with mankind, and it has grown to 
know and fear a gun so that it is next to im ­ 
possible to got within gunshot of one. Snares 


a r e the only means by which condors may 
be taken with any certainty, and now they 
have learned to be on the lookout for them. 
These birds have the most wonderful powers 
of vision and flight of any living creature 
of the air. 
Rerehod on the mountain peaks 
above the clouds, they watch the trails 
which mules and llamas follow with their 
burdens thousands of feet below them,and if 
an animal dies and is left on the plaiu these 
monster vultures see it, and although no 
human sight can discover the presence of a 
single bird, in a few seconds’ time they will 
be seen dropping down from the clouds like 
thunderbolts. 
Fo rmerly the hunter to o k 
advantage of this swooping down upon the 
carcasses of dead animals by hiding within 
gunshot and picking o ff one or two co ndo rs 
before they could riso out of ra ng e. 
Tra pe 
were altfD set beside dead bo dies of mules 
and other animals. 
“ But this ca n ra rely be do ne successfully 
now, so w ary ha s the co udo r beco me. 
The

Elder Frederick put on his broad-brimmed 
hat, then a kuitted scarf across 
hi* .'boul­ 
ders, took his staff and led the way. 
“Our community, you understa id, is d i­ 
vided into families,” he explained, “and 
each is entirely separtite, having its own 
government and its own property A ll prop­ 
erty is held in common in those families, but 
tho families are entirely distinct from each 
other. 
Ours is called the North family; the 
others are the Church, tho Central, the Sec­ 
ond and the South families.” 
Tho elder then piloted his visitor through 
the extensive buildings of the North 
fam ­ 
ily. 
The laundry was first visited, where 
the machines for cleansing the linen are 
driven by water power. 
Iu a room adjoin­ 
ing tho laundry were several largo churns 
in a ctive motion, also driven by water. 
In 
a large, airy, and light room above were 
several quiet figures clad in soft browns, 
with close-fitting la ce caps and mud in ker­ 
chiefs, all engaged in ironing. 
The next 
building is the grist mill, where is ground 
the meal and iiour used by the fam ily. 
“You make your own flour?” was a died in 
some surprise. 
“Yeo. 
The flour you buy and u-e iso t fit 
fo r human beings to eat. 
Just look at this 
wheat. 
It has been washed in throe waters. 
If you could see the second -water it runs off, 
you would bo surprised at tho amoum of 
dirt you eat. 
Now that wheat is fit for a 
Christia n’s stomach. 
The wheat you cat is 
only lit for heathens.

Descending the mountain, the shirt fac­ 
tory was visited, where wore more brown- 
robed, white-capped figures, and half a score 
of clattering sewing machines engaged in 
turning out shirts for a large New York 
manufacturer. 
“ W e do this work in our spare time, when 
we have none of own work to do,” explained 
Sister Margaret. 
“ We turn out perhaps 
t w e n t y or twenty-five dozen a week. 
I t ' is 
remarkable how much work there is in a 
shirt, and it is remarkable how little they 
pay us for making them.“

Across the way, a large laboratory ami 
manufactory of proprietary medicines is 
conducted by the Central fam ily, in which 
industry the very young and the very old 
aro alike employed. 
B y the S mth fam ily a large manufactory 
of the beautiful and unique Shaker chairs is 
conducted, the exquisite fabrics with which 
they are upholstered being woven by them- 
st-lvo--, from wool raised in their own moun­ 
tain pastures. 
"Your numbers are gradually lessening, 
Elder Frederick says,” was remarked to a 
brother to wh an the writer was presented. 
“ Yee, 
we have l*een growing 
1 *ss for 
twenty years. 
Sometimes there will be a 
revival, "ju*t a.* there frequently is in other 
religious societies. 
At »ueh times our order 
receives an impetus, and accessions are 
made. 
But the reaction comes, 
and it 
always leaves our numbers a little lo,;s than 
b«fore the re viva l” 
“One family has been broken up within 
a few years, 1 learn.” 
“Ye«, one of the Cauaar» families grew 


to small in numbers that it was broken up 
and its members were incorporated with 
our familie* here.” 
“Is it common for attachments to 
t# 
formed among members of the society, es­ 
pecially among the younger member«, which 
culmina te in ma rria g e!” 
“Oh, yee, it is not uncommon; but they go 
away and marry. 
Borne times they write to 
us afterwards that they regret the step. 
W e do not attempt to data at them when 


they a re so determined. 
Cases of out­ 
breaking immorality are extremely rare 
a mo ng o ur 
people. 
Of course we have not 
been able to wholly prevent such occurences, 
but they are speedily discovered and the 
oarties at once sent a wa y .” 
* “Do husbands and wives sometimes come 
to join you and bring their children?” 
“Ob, yee; it is not uncommon; they are at 
once separated of course, and are thence­ 
forth no more to each other than the other 
brothers and sisters.”

“Nay; there is one sister in each family 
who is placed in charge of the children, and 
the parents have thenceforward no share in 
tbeir government.”

One of the first toys that a little Eskimo 
has is a small bow of whalebone or light 
wood; and sitting on the end of the snow 
bed lie shoots his toy arrows, under the 
direction of his father or mother or some 
ono who cares to play with him, at soma- 
tiling on the other side of tho snow house. 
This is usually a small piece of boiled meat, 
of which he is very fond, stuck in a crack 
between the snow blocks; and if he hits it, 
ho is entitle I to eat it as a reward, although 
tho little fellow seldom needs such encourage­ 
ment to stimulate him in his plays, so lone­ 
some and long ore the dreary winter days in 
which he lives buried beneath the snow. 
These toy arrows are pointed with pins; 
but ho is also furnished with blunt arrows, 
and whenever some inquisitive dog pikes 
his head in the igloo door, looking nreund 
for a stray piece of meat or blubber to steal, 
tho little Eskimo, if ho shoots straight, will 
hit upon the 110*0 or head with one of tho 
blunt arrows, and the dog will beat a hasty 
retreat. 
In this sense, tho littlo Eskimo boy 
ha*; plenty of targots to shoot at, 
for tho 
igloo door is nearly always filled with the 
heads of two or three dogs watching the 
baby’s mother closely; and if she turns her 
head or back fur a moment, they will make 
a rush to steal something, and got out as 
soon as possible before she can pound thorn 
on tho head. 
In tiio.-e exciting raids of the half dozen 
hungry dogs, the littlo marksman is liable 
tu get, by all odds, tho worst of tho encoun­ 
ter. 
He is too small to be noticed, and the 
first big dog that rushes by him knocks him 
over; the next probably rolls him off the 
bed t > the floor; another upsets the lamp 
full of oi] un him, and while hois rooking 
with oil, another big dog, taking him for a 
sealskin fu.l o£ blubber, trios to drag him 
out, when his mother happens to rescue him 
after she has accidentally p unmaled him 
two or three times with the club with which 
she i* striking at the dug; and if it were not 
for his hiuoous yelling and 
crying, one 
woul 1 l.ar lly know what ho is, so covered is 
ho with dirt, grease and snow. 
Thus the 
dogs occasionally have their revenge on the 
voung bhar 1» hooter.
